Washington, D.d,, Aug, 19—Harry 
K. Thaw may be extradited from CGan- 
ada on a warrant charging bribery, but 
there {8 no provision {n any of the 
treaties between the United States and 
Great Britain for extradition on a 
charge of conspiracy, except conspiracy 
as it relates to conspiracy to revolt 
against the master of a ship on the 
high seas, ‘Thero is no provision, for 
extradition on the charge of ‘fugitive 
from justice.” 

Those are the views of state depart- 
ment officials based.upon the treaties In 
1842, 1889, 1900 and 1905. In none 
of those conventions {s there a “hot 
pursuit" clause which would permit 
the arrest of a fugitive who succeeded 
in getting across the border Just ahead 
of his captors, 

Immigration authorities, here believe 
Thaw could be detained and returned 
to the Untted States by tho Canadian 
Immigration authorities as an insane 
man, or an undesirable allen, 

Extradition for bribery could he 
asked under a provision of the treaty 
of 1905, whioh, however, contains the 
qualifications that the bribery must be 
“defined to be the offering, giving or 
recelving of bribes made criminal by 
the laws of both countries.” 

It 1s essential to Thaw's extradition 
that any criminal act with which he 
would be charged must also be a 
oriminal one under the Canadian code. 

Another provision makes {t necessary 
to present to the extradition court evi- 
dence of the erlme on which extradi- 
tlon might be asked, 

London, Aug. 49—Permission to land

No More Will Instructors Be 
Kept Who Cannot Speak 
English Language, 


TRUANCY ACT AGAINST 
FOREIGNERS OPPOSING 


Certain Qualifications Are De- 
manded of Pedagogues by 
Province and Must be Lived

The ousting of a number of so-called 
Galician teachers jn different sections of 
the proyince and the replacing of them by 
Instructors who are qualified to teach the 


English language 1s a problem which has 
presented itself to the provincial depart- 
frent of education. Last spring a number 
of Galiclans came to Alberta from Manttoba 
and secured employment in different dls- 
tricts, The majority of these are unable to 
Speake English, but had been employed in 
various settlements of Manitoba, and, hear- 
{ng of the openings for qualified teachers 
{n this province migrated to Alberta. The 
school trustees in the foreign sections being 
anxious to secure instructors who spoke 
thelr own language fmmediately hired the 
new arrivals, 

When the actual conditlon of affairs was 
learned by the mintster of education, Mr, 
Fletcher, supervisor of schools In the for- 
elgn populated settioments, was Instructed 
to remove the unsatisfactory teachers and 
replace ‘them with normal trained iostruc- 
tors, In @ number of {hstances the teacher 
refused to resign and as the school board 


* would not dismiss him, the minister of 


education appointed the supervisor as an 
officlal trustee with Instructions to dls- 
mis3 the teachers in questicn and replace 
them with qualified Instructors, 

In the case of the Kolomea and Bukow!na 
districts the ‘opposition of the school trus- 
tees was So strenuous that they were taken 
before a magistrate, with the result that 
they were fIned. for interfering with a 
regular qualified teacher in the discharge 
of nis duties, 

In the case of the latter district the rate- 
payers have finally refused to allow their 
children to attend the school, The teacher 
1s on Jiand every day, however, and If thelr 
parents persist in their present tactics the 
truancy act will be invoked, 

The foreign residents In the district in 
question have determined to resort to 
oyory possible means to force tho depart- 
Inent to employ only teachers who speak 
tho Galiclan language. The department, 
however, demands certain qualifications 
from: instructors in (he: province and the 
rues laid down will be rigidly adhered to. 


COMMISSIONER HALL IS 
FINDING WORK FOR MANY 


Large Numbers Recelvo Transportation 
from Him to Get Employment 
In Harvest Ficlds 


Many of those applying to Industrial 
Commissioner George M. Hall for 
transportation to the harvest fields ask 
for special rates to Saskatchewan, and 
this cannot be granted as the one-oent- 
a-mile rate is limited to points in Al- 
berta, 

The matter was taken up with R, J. 
Daly, the provincial publicity agent at 
Winnipeg. He interviewed the officials 
of the railroads with a view to having 
the speclat rate privileges extend to 
Saskatohewan, This they are not 
willing to do at the present time, giving 
as thelr reasons that they believe there 
avill be ample demand dn Alberta for all 
the men who are willing to go out to 
Work In the harvest flelds, 

Since receiving this information, Mr, 
Ifall hag sent out over 150 letters to 
all the towns and yillages in the pro- 
Vince of Alberta asking the offlelals to 
send him a list of tho number of men 
needed the wages being paid, and the 
timo they are expected to be on tho 
ground and ready to go to work, “When 
this information has reached the office 
of the industrial commissioner it will 
be possible to send the men who apply 
for work direct to the point where their 
services are needed. This arrangement 
will mean a saving of time and monoy 
to them and guarantee the farmers suf- 
ficient help when they most require It. 

A continual stream of men has been 
visiting the industrial commissioner's 
offiee. Large numbers are being issued 
trausportation and are deaving daily

FAMOUS MOVING PICTURE 
PRODUCER IN THE CITY 


Rene Chausse Says that the Films Hore 
Are Usually Much Better Than 
Those In Europe. 


Rene Chausse, one of the best known 
moving pioture producers In Paris, and 
one of the ploneers In the cinema 
business in Europe, who has been tour-

The absolute childishness of the action of the chief of police in the 
official axe should furnish the council and commissioners with a clue as to w 
ths cause of the disorganization which has existed for months in the management 0 
police force of Edmonton, t : 

. According to the story, as reported the chief calls two of his senior officers into his 
private room, and having delivered to them a lecture upon the monstrousness of the offense 
of talking to the newspapers—which the men deny having done—he summarily dismisses 
them-from the force. 

Not a word about whether or not they were competent officials. Not a word about 
whether the cause of the disorganization could be traced to them. Nota word to indicate 
that the stories published in the newspapers were false or even to show that they had their 


handling of the

origination with any member of the force. . Not the shadow of an inquiry or investigation into 


the affairs of the force or the trace of a charge of incompetency against the men selected for 
official wrath. The only reason for their dismissal, apparently, being that the newspapers 
published a story which represented the organization of the police force in a none-too-fav- 
orable light. : SE 
The thing is altogether too childish’for consideration. If the police force Is in the con- 
dition that it can be injured by the letting in ofas little light as the newspapers are able to let 
in by lifting a corner of the curtain of secrecy behind which it is shrouded, then the time has 
come for ripping the curtain apart and flooding the whole setting with light. Secrecy in police 
affairs is the most dangerous thing of all. There Is nothing to show that the officers dis- 
missed talked, but if they did it is to their credit, not to their disgrace, and it would be much 
better if the chief himself were placed on the defensive and compelled to do a whole lot of 
talking to justify his action’in dismissing them and in surrounding his conduction of the police 
administration with secrecy. 
This thing is a serious thing. It is nota matter of a private affair between the chief 
and a couple of his men.

The whole thing cails for a public inquiry, by the council or the commissioners, into 
the organization of the police force. The city has had enough of the Buck style of secret in- 
quiries to be unseated by such methods. Nothing but complete light will still the disquiet 
which exists in the minds of thousands who have come to regard the Edmonton police force 
as a badly-organized and ill-commanded body of men. : te

IS YOUR NAME HUGH WILLIAMS? 
THEN YOU'LL NOT DIE AT SEA 

Among inany English seafariug men 
there is a tradition that no man 
blessed wifh the name of Hugh Wil- 
jams wil ever die at sca—a tradition 
based on one of the most remarkable 
series of coincidences eyer recorded in 
the logs of those who go down to the 
sea in ships. 

The last and thd most remarkable 
justance of this immunity of the Hugh 
Williamses from death at sea ocourred 
24-years ago, August 19, 1889, when 
a coal barge was caught In a storm in 
the North Sea and went down. ‘There 
Were nine men on board, and all wero 
lost except two, Who were uncle and 
nephew, and each of whom was named 
ugh Willlams, For years afterward 
the relatives-of the fortunata men held 
& reunion on the 10th of August to 
celebrate the day of deliverance from 
what had seemed certain death, 

But the superstition that no Hugh 
Williamg oan become Neptune's victim 
ig far older than that, In August, 
1820, a pleasure boat of the Thames 
collided with another vessel and went 
down, There were 2) persons on 
board, most of ‘them children, and all 
were drowned save one, Hugh Wil- 
Hams, a lad of six, 

Another similar caso was that of the 
Menal, a ferry boat, Avhich plied across 
the Straits of Dovor, In 1786 this 
oraft was caught in a galo and went 
down. Sixty persons were drowned, 
and oaly ono was saved, an old gentle- 
man mamod Hugh Willlams. 

A similar instance {gs recorded at an 
even earlier cate. In 1664 a vessol 
was wrecked on the Isle of Man, with 
80 persons on board, One was saved 
—Hugh Willlams{. 


Flamsteed’s- bitthday will be ob-

who was born 267 years ago today

1530, Tho first lottery in France was 
established about nino yearg later, and 
rocelved the namé of blanquo from {he 
white tlokets which  indloated the 
blanks, — Francis 1, gave royal assent 
to the scheme, but collected a (ax from 
it. ‘Che first lottory mentioned in Eng- 
lish history was held in 1569, and tho 
drawings took placo at the western 
door of St. Paul's cathedral. In Ger- 
many tho first monoy loltery was held 
al Huremburg In 1699, Lotterles wore 
held in America from earliest times, 
and the first Virginia settlers wero sup- 
ported from the profits of an Bngllsh 
lottery, In 1699 an assomblago of 
ministers in Boston denounced the lot- 
tery as “a cheat’ and the promoters 
of such schemes as “pillagers of tho 
people.’ Generally, however, lotterles 
were popular, and in 1776 the Amerloan 
congress established a national lot- 
tery. Lotteries were abolished tn 
England in 1826 and in’ France’ ten 
years later, but In the United States 
the notorious Louisiana lottery con- 
linued operations until 20 years ago.

In the ‘“‘grayeyard of ships’ off 
Newfoundland the Lady Sherbrooke, 
bound from Londonderry to Quebec, 


‘| went lo her doom 82 years ago today, 


August 19, 1831. The vessol, with 
305 persons on board, was wrecked 
near Cape Ray. Only 82 were saved, 
and the sea claimed a toll of 278 souls 
that day. The Lady Sherbrooke dis- 
aster was only one of scores of such 
calamities during the first half of the 
last century, In 4805 tlie transport 
Aeneas went down off Newfoundland, 
and 840 perished, and in 1816 over 200 
were drowned when the transport Har- 
pooner was wrecked off Newfoundland. 
Shortly before the Lady Sherbrooke 
disaster, the Billow was lost in a 


/}storm off Nova Scotia, with a death roll 


of.487, The Lady of the Lake, bound 
for Quebec, was wrecked on an tce- 
berg in 1888, with a loss of 246 lives. 
The Phoenix was wrecked in a storm 
off Newfoundland in 1843 and many 
perished, In 1847 two emigrant ships 
went down, The Exmouth from Lon- 
donderry to Quebec, had 240 persons 
on board, and nearly all were drowned. 
A gale in the St. Lawrence sent the 
brig Carrick to the bottom, and 170 
Canadian immigrants went down with 
the ship. A few yéars later two steam- 
ers,-the Arotie and the Vesta, collided 
in a fog off- Newfoundland, and 300 
Fog also claimed the 
Saxon, which was 
wrecked on a reef off Gapé Race half a 
century ago, and of the 446 persons on 
board, 237 were Jost, Sinco then 
scores of other disasters have served 
to maintain the reputation of the waters

Orville Wright was born August 49, 
1874, in Dayton, O. Of course, Day- 
ton {8 mow immensely proud of that 
tact, but many Daytonians can reoall a 
time when they were not so puffed up 
about having the Wright boys in their 
midst, in those day ona commonly 
heard. ‘Yes, Old Bishop Wright's 
boys are fine ghaps, dbut—." And

George I, Burba, editor 
of the Dayton News, has confessed 
that on the very day his fellow towns- 
man made his first flight, he wrote 
an editorial proving conclusively thal 
possible, The artlole wasn't used 
that day, beoauso .the city editor said 
it sounded Itke a knock on the Wright 
boys, who were fine fellows, even if 
crazy, and entitled to séme considera- 
{lon as the sons of a reverend olergy- 
man, And the next day tho editoral 
was as foollsh as it had been wise 
before. 

From the first Orville Wright was the 
aclual flyer of the pair, He made all 
the experimental flights with the new 
machines, and tb has always been his 
ono boast that he has never asked an- 
othor man to try a machine that has 
not heen tested by himself, Among 
aviators it Is generally admilted that 
Orville Wright Is not only the first, but 
the greatest of thom all, Perhaps this 
jg beoauso all his flights are made for 
sclentifio purposes only,-and not to 
provide a spectacle, Other bird-men 
hayo said of him that he is the brav- 
est and’ most daring of them all, but 
add that he has never onco taken a 
needless risk.

The absence 
of wind accounts for the fact that no 
damage to crops is reported.

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FOREST FIRES 
BURN VILLAGES 


Worst Flre Ever _ Experlenced 
in Adirondacks Now Burn- 
ing Fiercely, 


Glen Falls, N.Y., Aug, 19—One of 
ithe worst forest fires in the Adiron- 
dacks in many years is raging in Es- 
sex county, mear West Milbrook, and 
fanned by a strong northwest wind, Is 
sweeping through the forest, destroy- 
ing thousands of dollars worth of valu- 
able timber, ‘Many farmers have tak- 
en their personal belongings and cattle, 
and“ieserted their homes, Several vyil- 
lages have been destroyed, 

Th fire has burned over an area of 
{0 square miles, and the 200 farmers, 
who are trying to check its progress, 
are unable to make much headway, be- 
cause of the strong wind. At Port Hen- 
ry, 15 miles away, the flames are plain- 
‘ly visible, and the heavy smoke which 
has settled over the village is caus- 
ing much suffering, Many farmers 
have sought refuge there, They have 
abandoned all hope of their buildings 
being saved. Farm buildings and stand- 
Ing crops will be swept away unless 
rain falls soon, No rain has fallen in 
the Adirondacks in several weeks. The 
‘ground and underbrush are extremely 
dry, and many fires have started. Paper 
manufacturers and others who depend

When the treaty was completed she 
Wished it to be revised by the powers 
Wille the object of procuring for Bul- 
garia a better oullet on the Aegean 
and a greater share of Macedonia, In 
it was the intention of the government 
Germany, and ill feeling was caused In 
Vienna by articles in’ German press 
arguing strongly against the proposed 
revision and mocking at the disappoint- 
ments of Austrian diplomacy, © During

(MOVIES DECLARE 
WANT CANDIDATE) MUSICAL LOCKOUT 


Recent Friction Develops into 
Real Lockout—Men Are 
Discharged. 


An unexpeoted turn of affairs arose 
Inthe Musiclans’ Union when the mem; 
bers of the Hdmonton Exhibitors asso- 
clation, the managers of the various 
movies around town, declared a lock- 
out on all-unfon musicians. Up till this 
occurrencé, while there had been some 
friction over the matter of salary, the 
theatre managers had not disolarged 
any union men, refusing to employ 
more, However, as the matter stands 
how a definite lockout is on. 

The difficulty has arisen over the 
faot that the picture managers wish to 
cut down salaries from $25, which was 
the scale demanded by the men,’ to 
$15, according to tho musicians, They 
asked the men to accede to these de- 
mands but the > musicians thought 
otherwise and some three weeks ago 
were handed ‘thelr notices, every man 
except the plano players being dis- 
charged, As a consequence there are 
betweon 80 and 40 men thrown out of 
work and it is moro than likely the mat- 
ter will be taken up wilh the allied 
trade untons of the clty and a boycott 
arranged with all union organizations 
against the two theatres who are lead- 
ers in the matter, 

The situation as it stands seems to 
be that the larger theatres by means 
of their increased facilities for hand- 
ling the crowds were doing much bet- 
ler business proportionately than the 
other housed and they wished to out 
out the orchestras. They got the other 
managers together with the result as 
above stated. The smaller men of 
coursa are willing to meet their wishes 
In the matter as they stand a: fairer 
chance in competition !f there !s only 
one plano player employed, 

The managers state that thelr busi- 
ness has not fallen off one particle and 
they do not see the need of engaging 
orohestras at high prices as people 
come to see the pictures and not listen
